The  new  libra:  y  and  administrative  building  at  the  corner  of  Queen's  Park 
Crescent  and  S'..  Joseph  St.  is  scheduled  io  opeii  early  in  Sepiember.  A  substantial 
stone  structure,  it  will  be  beautifully  furnished  and  given  the  name  CARR  HALL 
in  recognition  of  the  tremendous  contribution  made  to  the  development  of  St. 
Michael's  by  Father  Henry  Carr,  C.S.B.,  LL.D. 

Father  Carr's  career  is  both  remarkable  and  constructive.  He  has  always  been 
a  man  of  courageous  action  when  it  came  to  initiating  educational  policy,  and  his 
influence  has  been  felt  across  Canada.  He  taught  Basilians  how  to  integrate  their 
programs  with  Provincial  Departments  of  Education;  he  impressed  upon  them  the 
wisdom  of  adding  State  Certificates  to  their  own  tradional  qualifications;  he  demon- 
strated that  Catholic  colleges  could  function  in  publically  financed  Provincial  Univers- 
ities, to  the  advantage  of  both  Church  and  State. 

Father  Carr  was  ordained  in  1905  just  as  University  Federation  was  becoming 
a  reality  in  Toronto.  He  served  St.  Michael's  as  professor,  diplomat,  athletic 
coach  and  distingushed  Churchman  from  1905  to  1925.  From  1916  to  1925  he 
was  Superior  of  the  College.  From  1925  to  1928  he  Was  Master  of  Scholastics; 
from  1930  to  1942  he  was  Superior  General  of  the  Congregation.  Since  retiring 
from  that  office  he  has  been  six  years  Superior  of  St.  Thomas  More  College  in 
the  University  of  Saskatchewan,  and  three  years  Superior  of  a  new  foundation  ;it 
the  University  of  British  Columbia.  No  Catholic  educator  in  Canada  has  done  more 
than  he  in  bringing  traditional  culture  and  learning  to  the  people  of  Canada.  It 
is  eminently  fitting  that  his  career  should  be  recognized  in  Toronto  and  at  St. 
Michael's  where  his  influence  has  been  unparalleled.  Carr  Hall  stands  as  a  lasting 
testimony  to  his  place  in  the  hearts  of  alumni,  students  and  faculty  of  St.  Michael's.

Famed  Hockey  Coach  Dies 

In  March  of  this  year  Dr.  W.  J. 
(Jerry)  Laflamme,  coach  of  the  famous 
1934  Memorial  Cup  winners,  died  at  his 
home    in    Woodstock,    Ont. 

Jerry  was  a  great  hockey  player, 
starring  on  two  Allan  Cup  champion- 
ship teams,  St.  Michael's  College  in  1909, 
and  Toronto  Dentals  in  1917.  In  his 
later  years  he  was  both  a  coach  and  a 
referee  in  the  National  Hockey  League, 
before  returning  to  the  College  to  fash- 
ion the  great  teams  of  the  1930's.

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GENERAL  ELMSLEY  DIES 

Major  General  James  H.  Elmsley 
died  in  January  at  the  age  of  75.  He 
was  the  grand-son  of  Hon.  John  J. 
Elmsley,  who  gave  to  the  Basilian 
Fathers  the  Clover  Hill  property  on 
which  the  first  college  building  and  St. 
Basil's  Church  were  built. 

General  Elmsley  was  a  veteran  of  the 
Boer  War  and  World  War  I:  he  wa> 
decorated  for  conspicuous  achievmeni 
in  both  of  those  wars.  He  had  been 
officer  commanding  Winnipeg,  Kingston. 
Ottawa  and  Toronto  military  districts. 
.After  his  retirement  he  had  been  a 
resident  of  St.  Basil's  Parish.  Fathei 
Gerald  Anglin,  C.S.B.,  sang  the  funeral 
Mass. 

The  General's  grandfather,  Hon.  John 
J.  Elmsley,  was  the  son  of  the  second 
Chief  Justice  of  Upper  Canada.  John 
Elmsley's  conversion  to  Catholicism  in 
1833  aroused  a  great  stir  throughout 
Ontario.  Besides  his  contribution  to  St 
Michael's.  John  Elmsley  was  an  ener- 
getic and  liberal  supporter  of  Catholic 
education  throughout  the  citv  until  he 
died  in   1865.
